was a piece of sublime Impudence. 
It wa« Ilka a -choolbo/ with a po- 
tato gun demsnding tha surrender; 
ofa Hloui chief armed with a re- j 
oeating Winchester rills. The Pan- ' 
amn is by all odd* tbe most valu- 
able prize ao far captured. Hha Is 
valued at something Ilka l.(*v««>, 
with her extensive cargo of 
auppliea would have been of ines- 
timable value to tbe Spanish forces 
had ahe escaped tho vigilance of 
tbe Federal gunboats for ooo houra 
run or more and reached Havana 
harbor. She is i 6,000-ton craft 
and has two lt-pound rapid firing 
guna. She I* an aaxllery cruiser 
of the Spanish navy, and ought to 
be able to take care of herself with 
any ordinary enemy, yet without 
tbe show of resistance sh* meekly 
surrender,- I to the Mangrove. which 
is little more than a harbor tug and 
haa only two alx-pouoder guns. 
Until recently the Mangrove was a 
I Ight-bouae tender. 

When the big Spanish ateamer 
waa brought Into Kay Weat It was 
a sight lo provoke cheers nf deris- 
ion from the hundred, of Amen 
csu. and Cubans who swsrmed tbe 
water frout. The Spaniard tower- 
ed high above bar little captor, re- 
minding one of a huge black mas- 
tiff .ids by side with a pony Skye 
terrier. She bad a crew of about 
seventy-five and a number of pas- 
sengers, but not a Spanish face 
could be seen on her decks as she 
came into the harbor. A member 
of the Mangrove crew which board 
ed her after the capture staled to 
tbe A— iM'iaied Prsa* correspondent 
lhat It waa with considerable dim 
cully they prevented several of the 
Spanlardafrum jumping overboard 
after the marines boarded her. 
Tbl* haa been tha cass with nearly 
all ths Spauiah vesasla captured, 
and especially with the am. Her 
salllngcraft. Wh n he Spaniards 
And thev are caught they fall upon 
tbelr knees and pray to have their 
llv< a preserved. That is all they 
aak for at the band* of thslr cap- 
tors — that their lives will be spared. 
They seem to think that they are 
lo be butchered tbe moment they 
reach land. 

Tbe Panama left New York Ap- 
ril 30 wiih a heavy cargo of sup- 
ples for the Spanish force* In Ha- 
vana, and had no knowledge of the 
blockade until *hv sighted the Un- 
ited Slates warahlpa. Hbewaacap. 
tared about ten miles out from Ha- 
vana while attempting to steal in 
to the harbor unnoticed. Her ar- 
rival bad been expected lor sever- 
al days, and .he had been watched 
for by the large cruisers, but the 
little Mangrove waa the first to nes 
her creeping along Ihe roast. Tbe 
little gunbo.it was pat after her 
post haste, aad tbe big ateamer 
crowded her I sillers and engines to 
tbelr utmost to get out of tbe way. 
When the Mangrove cam* within 
half a mile or the Panama aha fired 
a shot but the big ateamer paid no 
attention to It. Then ahe tired an- 
other, nnd a few moments later 
another. Tbe laat ahot hissed over 
the bow of the Panama, and aba at 
once hove to. 

There were several women among 
Ihe passengers, and they were 
greatly alarmed. They werv assur- 
ed by the American offlcera tbat no 
harm would come to them. Tbe 
passengers and crew are obliged 
to remain on beard the *hip until 
tbe United Slates authorities de- 
termine what to do with them 

In Ihe case of each capture tbe 
crewa of the Spanish vessels have 
been treated with the utmost kind- 
msiaandcoiiaideralloa. They have 
not as yet been given tbelr free- 
dom. Tbey are obliged to remain 
on their chip* under guard of na- 
val officers, but none of thai 
been Imprisoned or subjected 
hardships of any kind.
